* Effect on Nation. 
The effect of the note on Germany’s 


internal situation is likely to be simi- 


lar to that of the proposed security 
pact upon Europe as a whole, It will 
lead to pacification among the German 
factions in case subsequent negotia- 
tionr concerning it are successful, and 
probably to further stabilization of 
the country. If a settlement on the 
question of evacuation is not reached 
soon, however, the present situation 
is likely to grow worse. 


The German action on the note will 
undoubtedly have an effect upon in- 
ternal poliical alignments, and the 
Deutsche Zeitung even goes so far as 
to mention the possibility of a presi- 
dential crisis, claiming that it would 
be impossible for Hindenburg to sign 

a law which would cripple the, Reich- 
swehr. The paper declares that the 
semi-militaristic organizations would 
not yield to any order that they dis- 
solve and that their resistance would 
lead to the possibility of uprisings. 
Well-informed persons, however, do 
not believe such a crisis will develop. 

Relations Are Strained. 

Since the election of Von Hinden- 
burg, Franco-German relations have 
tended to grow more strained, a fact 
which imparts the element of danger 
to the disarmament® question. News- 
papers have been suppressed and of- 
ficials discharged in the occupied zone 
and these and other developments 
there have had a bad reaction on the 
economic life of the area, which is 
approaching stagnation.

Berlin, May 31.—The biggest endu- 
rance flying contest ever staged in 
Germany started at 4 o'clock this 
morning, when a nine-day airplane 
match began at Berlin. In the course 
of the flight, all Germany except 


western area will be flown over. 

With 24 hours intermission between 
each séart, groups of airplanes will be 
sent awey on five eonsecutive days 
}on a different loep from Berlin over 
a distance of 650 miles daily. Of the 
75 eontestants entered, it is not ex- 
pected that more than three will e>:n- 
plete the full program of five flighis, 
in accordance with the conditions, 
which are extremely rigid. 

Prizes aggregating 400,000 marks 
have been offered by newspapers snd 
business men. The planes dte divided 
into three clashes, up to and 
120 horsepower, respectively.

awaken German interest in aeronau- 
ties, and also to test the endurance 
and reliability of German motors in 
competition with foreign motors. 

By 1 o'clock this afternoon 48 air- 
planes had flown over the airdrome 
near Schwerin, about 150 miles from 
Berlin. There had been 19 forced 
landings and one airplane completely 
turned turtle,

abandoned the contest, Four airplanes 
have not yet been heard from.

Barkley, of Paducah. He has been 
elected to the house seven times snre- 
cessively, and seems to be generally 
accepted as the “best bet” for the 
senate next year. The Blue Grass 
democrats learned a hard lesson last 
year when they tried to reelect Sena- 
tor Stanley and drove 25,000 dry 
democrats to vote for Sackett, the re- 
publican, because he was “dry.”

The 
memorial gave more than $100,000 
to librariés in foreign countries, 
whose curren ‘ies had depreciated, for 
purchase of books and. periodicals 
from other countries.

they comprise the truth. 

“Holding these views to be essential 
to the Christian religion, all in the- 
ology, or science, or ‘sociology, which 
in any way. challenges the truth of 
these theological dogmas, are false and 
therefore hurtiul. herefore, they de- 
mand that the Christian church and 
its representatives shall not only teach 
and preach these doctrines, but that 
they shall also, through all of their 
teaching agencies, teach:a science, so- 
ciology, history and philosophy in har- 
mony with these doctrines. : 

The Fundamentalist View. 

“To the ranenee religion is 
fixed. This comes logically from his 
view of. revelation. He believes in 
the verbal inspiration of the Bible, 
therefore he must accept every word 
of the Bible as true, no matter what 
the subject cf the sentence or pas- 
sage may be. All investigation by 
scholars on any subject which has 
been treated by the Bible must he 


be the beginning of a constructivé 


made within the limitations of the 
Bible revelation.
